WAS DRESSED AS A COWBOY. 


SHE SHOT AT HER PURSUERS AND 
ESCAPED, THOUGH HER 
HORSE WAS KILLED. 


RODE WITH THE DALTON GANG. 


She Is Twenty-five Years Old, Wears 
Her Hair Pompadour and 
Looks Much Like 
an Indian.

LANAGAN. Mo., Aug. 23.—Cora Hubbard, 
alias “the Kid,”’ is the newest of new wom- 
en. She was one of the most active par- 
ticipants in the bank robbery at Pineville, 
Mo., last Tuesday, and when finally cap- 
tured was even calmer than the officers 
who had her In charge. 

Though only 25 years of age, Cora has a 
record as a “bad man,’ and her perform- 
ances show her to be possessed of a nerve 
equal to that of the boldest highwayman 
that ever lived. 

She was a member of the notorious Dal- 
ton gang, with whom she rode in male at- 
tire, and after her arrest a revolver was 
found itn her possession inscribed with the 


name of Bob Dalton. How many men she 
has killed in her career or how many raids 
she has been engaged in may never be 
known. 

Cora is 5 feet 2 Inches in height, stout, 
active and coarse featured. Her hair is 
thick and rough and she wears it clipped 
close and cut pompadour fashion. Her skin 
is dark and her eyes blue and she has the 
appearance of an Indian woman. Her home. 
is at Weir City, Kan. 

She resides with her parents, who are well 
aware of the lawless life she has been lead- 
ing. When arrested she wore a faded cali- 
co wrapper, which seemed to constitute her 
entire wardrobe. She had neither shoes nor 
hat, but these articles were provided by 
the officers when they reached Joplin, Mo. 

Cora was captured Saturday at her fath- 
er’s home. Her brother, Bill Mubbard, who 

lanned the raid on the bank, was also 
aken into custody and they were at once 
hhurried out of Kansas into Missouri, be- 
fore they had time to demand a requisition. 
Bill is sullen and will not talk, but the 
woman is careless and freely admits thai 
she is guilty. They will be taken to Pine- 
ville to-day and Cora has promised to show 
the officers where the fourth robber is in 
hiding. They refuse to reveal the bandit’s 
name. 

The quartette secured $589.23, but of this 
amount $124.50 was lost by the robbers in 
their filg@ht, and has been recovered, They 
also dropped a;paper, showing the plan of 
the raid and the route of their proposed 
flight, and the finding of this led to their 
capture.

ursuit. Cora Hubbard's horse was shot

White Tennison, another robber, was des-

She is an expert 
horsewoman and can shoot accurately with 
anything that has a trigger. 

Bill Hubbard is 28 years old, slouchy In 
appearance and very tall. He has led a 
wild life ever since he was a boy, and has 
long been regarded as a desperate charac- 
ter. Fora month or two before the robbery 
he worked for a farmer near Pineville, and 
there seems to be no doubt that it was he 
who planned the raid. 

Cora Hubbard and Tennison admit their 
guilt. Bill Hubbard is silent. The fourth 
robber may be captured to-day.

Judge Valliant, in Division No. 6 of the 
Circuit Court, handed down a decision Mon- 
day morning in the mandamus case brought 
by the North and South Railway Company 
against President E. F. W. Meler of the 
City Council to compel] him to sign the bill 
conferring an extensive franchise upon the 
company. 

The application for the writ is denied,

tive matters were pleaded as justification in 
the return, the evidence was addressed only

According to the journal of the Councll 
the bill was read the third time. According 
to the oral testimony the third reading was 
in committee of the whole. 

It is immaterial, he says, whether the 
respondent’s decision that the bill had not 
been read three times was right or 
wrong, if it was a question for him as 
President of the Council to decide. 

All the authorities say, that if there is, 
{in bps faith, a question for him to decide. 
and the duty of signing or refusing to sign 
the bill depends on that decision, he cannot 
be controlled by mandamus, even though 
his decision be wrong. Thus it will be seen 
that the judiciary. determines for itself 
when jit-is proper to control an executive 
or legislative officer, and therein lies the 
most important, the most useful and at 
the same time the most dangerous power in 
the government. 


THE SOCIAL EVIL QUESTION. 


Appeal to the Law-Making Power to 


Zee Repealed Regulations. 
To the Edit he Post-Dispatch. 


Many years ago the question of regulat- 
ing prostitution was agitated in St. Louts 
with the practical result of placing on the 
Statute books a most exemplary law, which 
had a controlling influence on this vice. | 
But unfortunately for our city and the gen- 


eral public, a change of sentiment took 
possession of those in authority just as it 
was about ete ey its beneficent effects, 
and it was repealed. The result. is of now 
seeing a most wanton display of vicious 
tendencies on the part of a certain class of 
women on our streets. During the exist- 
ence of that law, one of its many good 
effects, Was a marked decorum in our city 
at night. The police had this law to guide 
them and were protected in the execution 
of it, so that they compelled the unfortu- 
nates to conceal their identity and keep 
from flaunting their evil vocation in public. 
Any man or boy could then pass through 
our streets at the dead of night without be- 
ing accosted by some unfortunate creature 
and invited into a den reeking with filth and 
vice, the chances being ten to one that con- 
tact would engender a disease which would 
blast his future life and welfare. If the re- 
ligious women, actuated by the best mo- 
tives in having the social evil law repealed, 
could eee the destructive effects of the dis- 
eases acquired in these places on innocent 
girls, who become the wives of men whose 
blood ie tainted, they would be the first to 
demand its re-enactment. To enlighten 
them let me enumerate only a few of the 
evils arising from this contamination. First, 
it induces premature decrepitude and in 
Fee cases paralysis, which is a living# 
eath, 


glandular system undergoes de- 
generaticn., The liver and kidneys be- 
come changed, developing cirrhosis or 
Bright's disease. The patient is a martyr 
to indigestion and its many miserable con- 
sequences. The bones, ligaments and serous 
membranes degenerate so that life is intol- 
erable even among comparatively young 
men. These are only a few of the many 
miseries induced by the poison of this con- 
tamination on the censtitution of the mid- 
die-aged, as few of them grow old. How 
does it act on the young and vigorous? 
Scarcely has the poison impregnated their 
systems than they lose their vim and en. 
ergy and look pale and sallow. They be- 
come indolent and no longer have the desire 
to attend to thelr business or advance their 
interests in life. 

If a family ie dependent on thelr exer. 
tions, it must be supported by friends or 
strangers. The innocent married woman, 
blooming with health and ~beauty, ema- 
clates, gToWs despondent and takes no in- 
terest in her family or household, she be- 
comes the victim o creqeese miscarriages, 
which finally put an end to her sufferings 
in death. If scrofula exists in the conati- 
tution, it Is blown into active energy. The 
king’s evil is developed with its concom!i- 


tants of consumption, softening of the 
bones, and a host of other  dis- 
eases well known to all medical 


men. But these are not the greatest woes 
that wait on man. The wives and children, 
innocent victims, develop diseases conse- 
quent on this polson fin their blood, while | 
the attending physician's lips must be 
sealed so as not to communicate to them 
or their friends the real cause of their euf- 
ferings. In view of such a cond!tion ag is 
artially described above, is it proper a 
eeling of prudery should restrain our city 
authorities from enacting some humane 
laws to curtail the dissem'nation of these 
vile diseases? It is a question which comes 
home to the hearth-stone of every sensible 
man and woman and they shoud not ig- 
nore [t. Bear In mind that God never in- 
tended that man and woman should live 
apart. If one were on the North Pole and 
the other on the South Pole, without a 
ship in the universe, such is the force of 
affinity that they would come together, and 
when they do, through the frailties of hu- 
man nature, the weaker sex suffers. This 
eondition Is coeval with man’s existence, 
It will continue until the human race be- 
comes extinct. No power, human or di- 
vine, has been able to suppress it, though 
wise legislation has checked and done 
away with many of its bad influences. Our 
xroaent municipal government seems to 
fave backbone enough to gr le with this 
evil. #0 dangerous alike to the health of the 
community and ite morality, and 1 hope 
they will take tt up and not be turned 
aside by the cry of a few maudlin fa- 
natics, who inculcate the doctrine that to 
eontrol vice is to license ft. Every woman 
having a marriageable daughter ts interest.

DANGER OF THE LAD'S NURSES. 


Patient Had to Be Kept Constantly 
Under Influence of an Opiate ta 
Prevent Him Hurting 
Them and Himself. 


Little Fred Klages died a horrible death 
Monday morning at his parents’ home, 7427 
South Sixth street. He had hydrophobla 
in its most violent form. 

His physicians mercifully prevented the 
final moments from being marked by those 
hideous distortions of body and the froth- 
ing at the mouth which commonly accom- 
pany death from hydrophobia. The @octors 
gave him an oplate, so the little fellowy 
passed away as if in sleep. 

Master Klages was 11 years old. His 
father is Henry Klages, an inspector for 
the American Refrigerator Transit Co. 

The lad was bitten on July 5 while at play 
in his front yard by hie dog. The animal 
was a small fox terrier which little Fred 
had raised from a puppy. The dog was 


accounted harmless and such a thing as 
serious results from the bite never oc- 
curred to the Klages family. The bite was! 
inflicted on one of the boy's arms near the. 
elbow. It did not seem a deep bite and Iit- 
tle attention was paid to it beyond having 
it dressed by a doctor. The child went 
alone to the office of the family physician, 
Dr. Bribach at 7606 Michigan avenue. Dr. 
Bribach was away on his vacation. His 
practice was being looked after by Dr. E., 


Cc. Kenner. 

Dr. Kenner dressed the wound and 
the child back home. What Dr. Kenner’s 
treatment was, and if he cauterized the 
arm, Dr. Birbach does not know, as Dr. 
Kenner ie now out of the city. He left 
last week for Alaska, it is said, and made 
no report to Dr. Birbach of the case, 

A few days after the dog stuck its teeth 
in the arm of ita little master it became. 
ill and died. No one knew what had 
caused the dog’s death. Poison was sue- 
pected, but as no one could be found upon 
whom to fasten suspicion, it was generally 
accepted that death resulted from some 
unknown dog ailment. There was nothin 
in the actions of the dog prior to its - 
neés and death to suggest that the animal 
had hydrophobia. 

Last Thursday little Fred fell sick. He 
compensned of intense pain in the back of 
his head. H's face was burning with a 
fever and his eyes glistened unnaturally 
when he went to his mother and told her 
how badly he felt. He said the arm which 
“ dog bit had queer shecting pains in it, 
00. 

Fred was sent again to Dr. Bribach’s of- 
fice. This time the doctor was at home. 
As soon as he heard the boy's story and 
saw the injured arm he suspected serious re- 
sults, but he oposed not to alarm the 
family. He redressed the wound and gave 
the lad a prescription to take. 

Friday the boy returned and sald he wae 
feeling no better. It was then plain to Dr. 
Bribach that hydrophobia had asserted it- 
seif. He sent the boy back home immedi- 
sf with instruc*ions to go to bed. 

Friday foes Httle Fred‘s condition was 
serious. The child grew delirious. It waa 
with great difficuity he could be restrained 
from leaping from. hig bed and running 
away. th flecked his lips and his 
shrieks of in vere like those of a ma. 
niac. Medicine could be forced between 
his set teeth and down hie throat only 
when the suffering lad would sink back on 
his pillow exhausted from one of his fright- 
ful paroxysms,

TAXING BREAD. 

An unfortunate feature of the rise in 
the price of grain is the rise in the price 
of bread. Living will be costlier and 
hardships will fall upon poor people. 
The hardship will be aggravated by the 
artificial enhancement of the prices of 
other necessaries of life through discrimi- 
Mating tariff legislation, 

But there will be compensation for the 
increased cost of food in this country by 
reason of the natural and inevitable stim- 
wlation of industry and commerce through 
the prosperity of the agricultural inter- 
ests, Increased opportunities for employ- 
ment and better wages will result from 
Such conditions. 

“ This is not the case, however, in France, 
where bread riots are tnreatened. The 
high price of bread caused by the fail- 
ure of crops is still further enhanced by 
a tariff on wheat for the benefit of the 
agriculturists and land-owners, The ele- 
ment of deliberate discrimination in the 
Jaws which doom one class of the people 
to hardship and starvation to benefit an- 
other class enters into the French situa- 
tion, It is the case of the English corn 
laws over again. 

But that the staff of life is the article 
affected by unjust legislation merely 
sharpens the tooth of the injustice which 
is found in every protective tax. It is 
none the less present in cases where the 
effect is not so bitterly felt. 

That the people of the United States 
are not in the condition of the people of 
France is due wholly to nature’s bounty 
and our fortunate conditions, If we had 
a deficiency of food instead of a surplus, 
the tariffs on agricultural products would 
be a terrible hardship instead of a ridicu- 
Gous vote-catching sham. It is due to 
Similar good fortune that the taxes on 
other articles do not pinch worse than 
they do. The principle of injustice which 
by legislative decree impoverishes the 
mass of the people to enrich the favored 


few, is there.

John- 
son and Other Attorneys to 
Fight Their Battle. 


The war between the St. Louis Fair As- 
sociation and the down-town pool-rooms 


is not ended. 

‘Fhe other day one Jackson Fleming, 4 
pool-room man, applied for a warrant for 
the arrest of certain bookmakers doing 
business at the Fair Grounds meeting.

demand for a wairant was looked on as 
simply the desire of a sore-head to get even 
with some one. The matter of proceeding 
against the bookmakers was then lost sight 
of and it was believed that the down-town 
pool-room men had about concluded to 
throw up the sponge and quit for all time. 

As a matter of fact, however, they have 
been doing nothing of the kind. 

“This.”’ said a prominent pool-room man 
last night, “is to be a war oO extermination 
all around. The Fair Association has swiped 
us off the face of the earth. Now we pro- 
ose to swipe them. 

HOw ave we going to.do it? Wait and 
see. I think about Tuesday next we will be 
ready to act. : 

“Will we proceed legally? Why, cer- 
tainly, and we will have the assistance of 
the best legal talent. : 

“What attorneys will we have? Well, I'll 

o this far: We have retained ex-Gov. 
‘harles P. Johnson and Tom Rowe. We 
are negotiating with Leverett P. Bell and 
we may have him on our staff before the 
Clubcases reach the courts. 

‘How are we going to reach the Fair As- 
sociation bookies? Why, with the same law 
with which they reached us. 

“The police won't act, eh? Well what's 
the matter with the Sheriff? Suppose he is 

liven warants to serve, don’t you suppose 

e'll serve them? : 

“The fight will cost us some money? Well, 
I should say it will. But we are not alone 
in the matter. We will put up the bulk of 


the money needed to secure our rights, But 
we will have some assistance from the 
outside. 


“The landlords of this town are as much 
interested in this matter as we are. 

“Just think of it. The people who own 
the Bank of the Republic building were gét- 
ting $00 a month from the pool-room men 
for the use of that building. You could 
not for any other business rent that room 
for $200 a month. 

“The room in the Van Studdiford Hote! 
went begging for months at $100, but the 
pool-room men 
month for it. 

“Immense rents were also paid for the 
Brooklyn and the other rooms on Fourth 
street that were used for pool-room pur- 
poses. 

“The alley rooms wont bring stable rent 
mow where only the other day they com- 
manded a rental of hundreds of dollars. 

“The landlords don’t like the idea of los- 
ing all this money. They are as sore as we 
are at the Fair Association for leading the 
fight on the rooms and they propose to get 
ven. 
oe Yes, I know the Presecuting Attorney 
of the Court of Criminal Correction would 
not issue a warrant to Jackson Fleming 
when he applied for one against the Fair 
Grounds folks. 

“Rut it will be different when we apply. for 
warrants. 

“t'nlike Mr. Fleming, we will have some 
influence at court. 

“Dick Johnson, who iss@es the warrants, 
happens to be a brother of the Governor, 
and when the Governor goes before Dick 
with a big stack of evidence I guess Dick 
will be willing to ai te. 

‘‘In fact. I know he willl, and he couldn't 
help it, even if he wasn't the Governor's 
brother. 

“What sort of evidence will we be able to 
bring before the Prosecuting Attorney in 
applying for the warrants? Why, all sorts. 
Of course, I can’t tip my hand and show you 
just the kind we have. It will be enough io 

rove up every case and to prove that the 

air Grounds bookies are doing exactly the 
same sort of business we were doing before 
they raided us. 

“What bookmakers have contributed to 
the fund needed.to carry out our plans? 
Why, every man interested in a down-town 

ool-room, with the exception of a few of 
he pikers. 

“The best of the down-town men have 
contributed to the fund, notably Leo Mayer, 
Ed Lonergan, Hayden Dorgan, Ed Fitzger- 
ald, Frank Carr, Hank Wider and Billie 
Kerwin."’ 

As a matter of fact all of the above and 
several other of the down-town bookies 
held a meeting in the hall over Bart 
Ready's saloon on EFighth, between Pine 
and Olive streets, last Saturday night. At 
that meet ng a resolution was passed to the 
effect that the association secure the legal

Selor Leverett P. Bell and Thomas . Rowe. 
Gov. Johnson was asked this morning: 


“Hiave the pool-room men called on you

be justified in accepting such a retainer. 
“T am opposed to gambling of all sorts 
d have proved that in a substantial way, 
was the first to wipe out the faro and k.no 
ens and 1 not only did that, but I drafted 
and secured the pasaees of the Johnson 
law, which makes gambling in this Biate a 


felony. 

“So, if this fight is to be one wiping out 
bookmaking at the Fair Grounds, as well 
as down-town, I might enter it. 

“But I would not do so without giving the 
matter much thought and looking at it from 
all directions. One thing certain, however, 
I have t yet spoken to a bookmaker on 
the subject, and their chances of retaining 
me as their attorney are just now, to say 
the least. very remote.”’

Mr. Deacon never lived with his wife after- 
wards, but he brooded over the tragedy and 
for a long time he has been noted for his 
eccentricities. He arrived on Thursday from 
Narragansett with his valet and nurse and 
registered at the Bellvue Hotel. That night 
he betrayed violent symptoms of dementia 
and it was necessary to restrain him. 

His lawyer was sent for and on his ad- 
vice his client was examined by Dr. Jelly, 
an expert alienist. A consultation of phy- 
sicians will be held, but in the meantime 
he was sent to McLean Hospital as a pre- 
cautionary measure. He has delusions of 
persecution, a marked symptom of paranoia.
